CHAPTER 617 


617.01 Findings and Purpose 
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(a) The City Council does hereby 
find that: The historic 1986 report of 
the Surgeon General concluded that 
healthy people who do not smoke can 
develop lung cancer and other 
diseases simply by inhaling smoke 
from others and that a substantial 
number of lumg cancer deaths that 
occur among nonsmokers can be 
attributed to involuntary smoking; 
and, . 


(b) The right of smokers to 
smoke ends where their action 
affects the health, well-being and 
comfort of others; and, 

{c) Numerous studies have found 

that tobacco smoke is a major 

contributor to indoor air pollution; 
and, : 

(a) Reliable studies have shown 

that breathing secondhand smoke is a 

significant health hazard for several 

population groups, including but not 
limited to elderly people, individuals 
with cardiovascular disease, and 
individuals with impaired respiratory 


function such as asthmatics and those’ 


with obstructive airway diseases; and, 
{e) Health hazards induced by 
breathing secondhand smoke include 
lung cancer, respiratory infection, 


decreased exercise tolerance, 
decreased respiratory function, 
bronchoconstriction and 
bronchospasm; and, 

(£) Nonsmokers who suffer 
allergies, respiratory diseases and 
other ill effects of breathing 


secondhand smoke may experience a 
loss of job productivity or may be 
forced to take periodic sick leave 
because of such adverse reactions; 
and, 


g) 


Numerous studies have shown 


that a vast majority of both 
nonsmokers and smokers desire to 
have restrictions on smoking in public 
places and places of employment; 
and, 
(h) Smoking is a potential cause 
of fires, and cigarette and cigar burns 
and ash stains on merchandise and 
fixtures cause losses to businesses. 


Accordingly, the City Council finds 
and declares that the purposes of this 
ordinance are (1) to protect the 
public health and welfare by 
prohibiting smoking in public places 
except in designated smoking areas, 
and by regulating smoking in places 
of employment; and (2) to strike a 
reasonable balance between the needs 
of persons who smoke and the need of 
nonsmokers to breathe smoke-free 
air, and to recognize that, where 
these needs conflict, the need to 
breathe smoke-free air shall have 
priority. 


617.02 Definitions 


The following words and_ phrases, 
whenever used in this Chapter, shall be 
construed as defined in this Section. 

(a) "Bar" means any 
establishment where there are no 
more than 49 seats other than those 
at the counter behind which alcoholic 
beverages are prepared and at which 
alcoholic beverages are served and an 
establishment at which food sales 
comprise less than eighty percent 
(80%) of the total volume of the 
establishment. 

(b) "Business" means any sole 
proprietorship, partnership, joint 
venture, corporation or other business 


entity formed for profit-making 
purposes, including retail 
establishments where goods or 








services are sold as well as 
professional corporations and other 
entities where legal, medical, dental, 
engineering, architectural or other 
professional services are delivered. 


{c) "Dining Area" means any 
enclosed area containing a counter or 
tables upon which meals are served. 


(a) "Employee" means any person 
who is employed by any employer in 
the consideration for direct or 
indirect monetary wages or profit, 
and any person who volunteers his or 
her services for a non-profit entity. 


{e) "Employer" means any 
person, partnership, corporation, 
including a municipal corporation or 
non-profit entity, who employs the 
services of one or more individual 
persons. . 


(£) "Enclosed Area" means ail 
space between a floor and ceiling 
which is enclosed on all sides by solid 
walls or windows (exclusive of door or 
passage ways) which extend from the 
floor to the ceiling, including all 
space therein screened by partitions 
which do not extend to the ceiling or 
are not solid, "office landscaping" or 
similar structures. 


{g) "Motion Picture Theatre" 
means any theatre engaged in the 
business of exhibiting motion 
pictures. 


(h) "Non-Profit Entity” means 
any corporation, unincorporated 
association or other entity created 
for charitable, philanthropic, 
educatianal, character building, 
political, social or other similar 
purposes, the net proceeds from the 
operations of which are committed to 
the promotion of the objects or 
purposes of the organization and not 





to private financial gain. A public 
agency is not a "nonprofit" entity 
within the meaning of this Section. 


"Place- of Employment" 
means any enclosed area under the 
control of a public or private 


. employer which employees normally 


frequent during the course of 
employment, including, but not 
limited to, work areas, employee 
lounges and restrooms, conference 
rooms and classrooms, - employee 
cafeterias and hallways. 


a. A private residence is not a 
"place of employment” unless 
it is used as a child care or 
health care facility. 


b. The dining area of a 
restaurant is not a "place of 
employment.” 


"Public Place" means any 
enclosed area to which the public is 
invited or in which the public is 
permitted, including but not limited 
to, banks, schools, health facilities, 
public transportation facilities, 
reception areas, restaurants, retail 
food production and marketing 
establishments, retail service 
establishments, retail stores, theatres 
and waiting rooms. A _ private 
residence is not a "public place". 


"Restaurant" means any 
coffee shop, cafeteria, luncheonette, 
sandwich stand, soda fountain, 
private and public school cafeteria or 
eating establishment, and any other 
eating establishment, organization, 
club, including veterans’ club, 
boardinghouse or guesthouse, which 
gives or offers for sale food to the 
public, guests, patrons or employees, 
exclusive of those establishments 
defined as "bars" in Section 617.02(1). 





(i) "Retail Tobacco Store" means 
a retail store utilized primarily for 
the sale of tobacco products and 
accessories and in which the sale of 
other products is merely incidental, 
or a department in a department 
store or a similar store which 
primarily sells tobacco products and 
accessories. 


(m) "Service Line" means any 
indoor line at which one (1) or more 
persons are waiting for or receiving 
service of any kind, whether or not 
such service involves the exchange of 
money. 


(n) "Smoking" means inhaling, 
exhaling, burning or carrying any 
lighted cigar, cigarette, pipe, weed, 
plant or other combustible substance 
in any manner or in any form. 


(0) "Sports Arena" means any 
sports pavilion, gymnasium, health 
spa, swimming pool, roller and ice 
rink, bowling alley and other similar 
places where members of the general 
public assemble either to engage in 
physical exercise, participate in 
athletic competition or witness sports 
events.

The provisions in this section apply 
generally to all C6 Districts, unless 
otherwise noted hereunder. For other 
applicable general provisions not limited 
to C6 Districts, see Chapter 981 to 985. 


(a) Use. 
(1) All merchandise anmd products 


shall be sold only at retail, unless 
otherwise stated. 
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(2) There may be manufacture, 
compounding, processing or 
treatment of products which is 
clearly incidental and essential to a 
retail store or business, only when the 
major portion of such products is to 
be sold at retail on the premises. 


(3) Such uses, operations or products 
shall not be noxious or offensive by 
reason of the emmission of order, 
dust, smoke, gas, vibration, noise or 
other similar causes. 


(4) Unit group building development 
shall be permitted. 


(b) Area. 


(1) Urban Open Space Urban Open 
Space shall be provided in accordance 


with the requirements of this section 
and os Section 960.06 and shall be 
located; developed and maintained as 
specified in Section 959.06(b) (4)A 
and 959.06(b)(4)B.1-3 and 5-6 and 
shall be designated and developed to 
provide a continguous open space 
system with visual and pedestrian 
connections to open space at the 
river's edges. 


(2) Usable Open Space. Usable Open 
Space, accessory to residential uses 
in the C6 District shall be provide in 
accordance with the requirements of 
Section 960.05 and shall be located, 
developed and maintained as 
specified in Section 959.06(b)(5). 


(3) Location of Required Open Space. 
Urban Open Space or Usable Open 
Space required by this ordinance may 
be located on a zoning lot for which 
the space is required or may be 
located on a zoning lot adjacent 
thereto, or on any lot within the 
particular C6 District in which the 
development is located, if developed 
according to the provisions of Section 
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960.06(b)(1) above. 


(4) Light Access. Areas for light 
access, units of light access and 
requirements for light access shall be 
those specified in Section 
959.06 (b)(8). 


(5) Landscaping. All open space and 
other areas not covered by buildings 
or impervious surfaces shall be 
landscaping according to the 
provisions found in the Landascaping 
Standards of the Subdivsion 
Regulations and Standards (Section 
4.11). 


(c) Use Exceptions. The uses listed 
in this section are permitted under 
the provisions of Section 960.05, in 
conformity with the height and area 
provisions of each C6 District and the 
general use and area provisions of 
this section, unless ‘otherwise 
prescribed hereunder. 


(1) Conditional uses which are 
permitted after a public hearing and 
recommendation by the Commission, 
and after approval by Council in 
conformity with the provisions of 
Chapter 993. 


A. Enlargement or reconstruction of 
any of the conditional uses listed in 
Section 993.01(a) that is public or 
non-profit, when such is a 
nonconfirming use of nonconforming 
structure. (See Section 993.01 (a)(26).) 


SECTION 2. That any Ordinance or 
part of Ordinance conflicting with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, be and the 
same is hereby repealed so far as the 
same affects this Ordinance.
